Mr. I'.ayard nlao niai n ttiins that men and 
supplies for the fiahiiif; industry can be 
procured cheaper in Canada than in the 
states, and that tho sooner Americans 
agree to arbitration and the settlcnioMt of 
the matter on a fair and buaincaalike 
basis the better it will be for them.

Sir Ciiaiies Issues nii Address. 

London, July 211. — Juatico llaniiaii 
rendered the charge to the jury. I''niin 
beginning to end it was decidedly ui^ainat 
Sir Ohariea Dilke. The judge alluded to 
obscure testiniony-in confirniaiion of es- 
sential portions of Dilke's atory as cer- 
tainly leiiMrkable, while iMia. ("rawtord 
was ;ible to describe aeeiiraloly toe bed- 
room in Sir Charles' house in which .she 
said he spoiled her, althoijLjh lie sworu 
that he had never taken her into the 
houae. Beaides this, the -ovidonee given 
by those who liad toalified to the cu- 
reapondoiit'a vialta to the Imuaein War- 
ren street waa uiiskakoii. li thojurybe- 
lievod these wiliieaac.s, the jnatico said, 
the whole value of .Sir Charlea Dilkaa 
testimony waa lost. 

The formal verdict Of the jury contains 
no mention of Sir Obarles Dilke's name, 
ft simply declares that no material facts 
were suppressed at the previous trial at 
which the decree of divtitcu waa obiaiHed 
justly. 

There were no scenes attending the 
declaring; of tho re.ault of the verdict, 
although tho people outside the court- 
room reeeived the announcement with 
some cheering. Sir Charles Dilko van- 
ished iiiimodiately after the jury's vcrilict 
waa rendereii. Mr. Donald Crawford, 
the plainlid, when he left i ho Italldin^', 
was cheered by the |ie )]ilo in the street. 

Justice llaniian'a auiiimiag ii[> la pro 
nouncud by laA-jers generally u model of 
clearneaa, eompactneas and impartiality, 
It waa delivered in solemn impreasive 
tuiioa, and held the audience apelibound. 
In reference to tho long interval which 
ola]i3tid between the first and second acta 
of adultery between Mrs. Crawford and 
the CO reapoiident, the justice thought 
the lady's explanation suHicient when she 
said: "Sir Charles Dilke was not well 
during thia period. "

a table and hia face buried in hia hands. 
Sir Charles Dilke eat all the time with 
his eyes fixed on the judge's face, uc - 
casionally nodding in ai^reeinont to tho 
I judic'td retnarka. .After tliu verdict wtia 
j rendered .Sir Charles looked the [licture 
I of misery.

ENGLAND. 

London, July "20. — Following is tlio 
peistiiinel oi the Salisbury cabinet; bord 
Salisbury, premier and secretary of war. 
Lord Iddealeigh, Lord Privy Seal, Duke 
of Argylo, Liberal-Tory-Unioniat, for 
prosidunt of council; Marquia of Lorno, 
liberal uniiuuat, Argylo's son and the 
Quoen'a aoii in law for Irish viceroy. 
Other names submitted are not ao well 
authenticated. Lord Randolph Churchill 
is mentioned as probablu secretary of 
state for thehonio department, Right 
Hon. Edward Stanhope for Irish chief 
aei^rotary; Duke of Uichmond and Gordon 
lato tory aocratury for Scotland, and Lord 
,lohn Manners, late tory poatmaater-gen- 
eral, two of the oldest living t«ry minis- 
ters, are expected to retire in favor of 
younger men. Sir Michael Hicks. Beach, 
lata tory chancellor of exchequer, and Sir 
Richard Ashton-Crosa, late tory home se- 
cretary oro said to be recommended for 
tho peerage without seats in the cabinet, 
but poaaibly with lucrative appointments 
in the government. 

Lord Salisbury was cordially received 
by the Queen at Osborne house. In 
roBDonso to his direct oeraonal appeal to 
Lord lJ;'.rtingl(ui and other whiga to join 
tho new ministry, it ia cluiined they re- 
fused. 

Lord llartiugton attended tho confer- 
ence hold yesterdiiy evening at the othco 
of the Liberal-Unionist association, at 
whioh he announced hia rejection of Lord 
Salisbury's overtures. Tho announcement 
was aiipiimded by the meeting. To-day 
the Vi'cen'a meaauge arrived at Do 
vonaliiro houae, liriugiiu; a special dis- 
patch from the (Jiieen to Lord llartiiig- 
ton, who afterwards held a consultatitui 
with the Barl of Derby. Lord Salisbury 
will return from Osborne to-morrow, lie 
has asked Lord Hartington and tho Karl 
of Derby to moot him, There is intonae 
excitement in the clubs over tho pruapeet 
of royal interfyronce to cause the forma- 
tion of a coalition miniatry. 

Lord Salisbury arrived at noon to-day 
in Loudon from Osborne, where he went 
to receive the Queen's command to form 
a govornment. Great crowds aaaombled 
at all tho chief railroad atations between 
Portanioiith and London and tendoretl the 
new premier ovations. Ho declined to 
addreaa tho crowds anywhere. \l Lon- 
don an enormous crowd had assomblod to 
wolcnme the Marquis, and they cheered 
him loudly when he alighted from the 
train . 

.1 ohii Uuakin'a ill health has changed 
for the worse. 

In the libel suit of Cyrus NV. h'ield 
against .lames Gordon IJennott, the slior- 
itfa to- day awarded ttie plainlifl twonty- 
fiva thousand dollars damages. Tho 
defendant was also condemned to pay all 
costs of tho suit. 

Howard \'ineei)t haa rt-rittoii a letter to 
tho newspapers in wliioh he quotes from 
his yearly reports, which directs attention 
to the criminal investigations, in order to 
prove the urgent necessity of extradition 
with the Cnited States directly and en- 
tirely aoainat the Fenians and dynamitora. 
Viiicont concludes his letter by saying 
the whole civilized vvorld is watching tho 
United States Senate.

It is believed the desperadoes 
came from Montana, and had information 
that a largo amount of money was being 
carried. This is the first time on record 
that such an outrage was committed in 
the North weat. The mounted police have 
been notiiled, and are in force scouring 
the country.

to him then how cold it i.s, and he sits 
in the open air on his little bamboo 
stool, with nose and cheeks veiy red, 
and his liody as warm Mi loa.st. 

All this 1ms been aijout hoy babies, 
liecause in (Jhina girl babies are not 
thought much of, and consequently mU 
the good times come to the boy.s.
